The most experienced commanders at 
the yard believe that there will not be 
any conflict with Spain. They langh at 
the idea of Spain attempting with her 
ancient fleet to attack the navy of this 
country. It i.s tliouRht l)y thorn that 
tlie present activity simply presages tho 
evolutions for tho winter croise. 

In any case the men in the construc- 
tion department are working uiglit 
and day to pnt all the ships in perfect 
condition. In the navy yard more than 
200 are at work on the monitor Puritan, 
which will {-'*> i'lto commission at tho 
end of the month and then join Ad- 
miral Bunco's fleet.

CRISIS IN CUBA. 

▲ atsaadDaoiitva Battle Soon Bspaslad 
to Tak« piaoe. 

Kbt Wmt, Nov. 18.— Three hundred 

Cnban negro flremen from the Havana 
fire department left Havana Sunday for 
the Vuelto Abajo district, under orders 
from General Wt yler. They arrived at 
Artemisa under command of CMoBel 
Antonio Gonzales Bora. 

Leaving Artemisa, they proceeded to 
Santan i iiul Oabriel. where they re- 
mainid as a gnard for those places, 
thero being no Spanish troops there. 

Cieneral Weyler has 12,000 soldiers 
nnd 14 pieoei at artiUeiyat his oom- 
mand. 

In the battle ncently in the Rul i 

mountains, when Maceo was attacked, 
it is said there were ;iOO soldiers killed 
and several petty otlieers wounded. 

(ieneral Weyler, it is said here, has 
returned to ' Artemisa, the principal 
point on the troclia. (ieiieials Maceo 
andtliilllez are believed here to be eoii-

There is a strong feeling here that 
prompt action may be necessary soon. 

SIX TONS OF DYNAMITE. 
That AmoUBt Shipped From New York to 
Captain Oeneral Wejrler. 

Nkw YoHK, Nov. IS.— The filibuster- 
ing steanl^hlp 15erinuda, which recently 
obtained a Mexican register and is now 
called tho Bouita Juarez, is said to be 
pvepHiag to take an expedition to 
Ooba. It is likely that she is under 
control of the Ouban Junta. She has 
landed several esqwditioni on the Ouban 
coast. 

The Spanish steamer Habana, which 
left this port last Tuesday, carried si.v 
tons of dynamite for the captain gen- 
eral of Cuba. Tlie Cubans think that 
General Weyler will use the dynamite 
in bombs to be planted iu all ways of 
aooess to tiie hills of Pinar del Rio.

Havana, Nov. IH.—No definite news 
of the whereabouts of Captain General 
Weyler has been rec i ived liere, though 
■craps of information rt^ardiug the 
troubles of the insurgents in Pinar del 
Rio are given to the public. 

It is said that Antonio liaoeo re- 
ceived a slight flesh wound in an en- 
gagement at Leohnza. The insurgent 
general has again established a position 
at Br a jo, In the Brujitomountsuis. The 
leader, Vldia Ducassis, toother of wi 
insurgent brlgadies, it is further said, 
has been seriously wounded and was 
carred to tho Brujito mountains. 

Black smallpox is alleged to be raging 
in the ranks of the insurgent forces in 
Pinar del Kio. ^ , , . 

The noteil leader, Perico Delgado, is 
reported to liavt^ been seriously wound- 
ed in the right lung with a Mauser bul- 
let and iia.8 In ooossqiiMWO developed 
oonsnniption. 

The chief of Maceo s staff. General 
Joee Mero Argenter, a man of great in- 
fluence among the iusnrgi'.'its, is still 
another reported victim of .i serious 
wound, received at Saroa. With other 
wounded leaders he was carried to Bijo 
Meneudez, a retreat in the swamp.

LiVKUi'OOL, Nov. 18.— The trouble be- 
tween Great Britain and tho republic of 
Liberia b apparently assuming a pha.s 
that will call for vigorous measures on 
the ])art of the former. The British 
steanuT Benin has airived hero from 
the west eoa.^t of .Vfrica, and rejiorts 
that she was not allowed by tho Lil)o- 
rian authorities to comnmnicate with 
Cape Palmas. As tho Benin approached 
that place she was flred upon by the 
Gerouamah, the sole vessel comprising 
the navy of Uberia. 

The reasons for the refusal of permis- 
sion for the Benin to call at Oape Pal- 
mas and for the action of the liberian 
gunboat are unknown.

'J'li 
circumstances of King t)scar"s graceful 
act are reported to the stale de;>;;rt iiieiit 
with photograiihs of the monunienr 
erected by him. 

Mr. Youmans ami his wile, wliilt^ 
driving along a n ad le-.n- r.eig, n, were 
backed off a declivity and killed. 

Consul Many writes tliat when th<' 
king pa.ssod the point soon aft<>r\vard he 
placed a beautiful bouquet on tie 
wooden cross marking the spot, and di- 
rected the chief official of the distinct to 
replace the wooden cross with a granite 
monument.

NORTH WESTE RN STORM. 

It Has Abated After Dolnr a Vast Amonnt

PurtTLAXO, Ore.. Nov. 18. — The storm 
which prevailed over the northwest for 
three days past has abated and tli 
weather is clear and cold. It is im- 
passible to estimate the damage by 
floods to railroads, timbering interests 
and farm lands which httve resulted 
from southern Oregon to British Oo- 
luiiihia. but it will undoubtedly be 
many thousands of dollars. 

The Oregon Tlailway anil Navigaticn 
comi);inj' and Southern I'acitic have re- 
stored commiiMicatioii and trams an 
running again, though the .sioufliern 
Paeilie is coiiijielled to use the West 
Side road ou account of damage to tiu 
bridge over the Bantia river at Jeffer

The Northern Pa<-itic is still blocked 
at WinliK-k, Wash., but it is expected 
trains will be running tomorrow. Tli 
greatest <lamage appears t<« have been 
on the White river and Hl.'ick river val 
leys and in Skagit and Snohomish coun 
tii'-s, Wa.sh., where the railroads run 
through lowlands. 

JUDGE I. C. PARK Er" DEAD. 

Ha Had Rantanaad Mora Men to Death 
Than Any Other JudgOi 

Fort Shith, Ark., Nov. 18.— Judge 

I. C. Parker, the famous Arkansas jur- 
ist, died at his home in this city at '2 -.'-W 
o'clock yesterday morning of Briglit"s 
disease. Judge Parker was famous all 
over the country for his feorlt^s ad 
ministration of justice, having imposed 
the death penalty upon more criminals 
than any other jurist in the Unitwl 
States. For 21 years he had presided 
over court without missing a day. 

In .June last he was seized with an 
attack of lieart failure but rallied. Fri 
day, Nov. Hi, he was again tiiken seri 
ously ill, but withstood the attack and 
imi)roved until noon Monday. Fatty 
degeiienition of llie lieart was the cause 
of the first attack, and was uugmcuted 

by Blight's disisise, with oemplications.

"We had 7J1 names on our membership 
list. We founil that many were neglect- 
ing their church duties by not attending, 
showiii;.' a lark of interest, and coiitrihii- 
tintt nothing to the support of the 
church. By far the greater nnmber sua- 
peniled lielon:_'ecl to this class. I Iclieve 
that it is better to have a smaller mem- 
bership list and have' it earnest, moral 
and active in (loil's work than a lot of 
drones who do iiothin>». During the 
panic winter three years agoonr churc^ 
fed and aid»'d in various ways a large 

nuudier of poor i pie. Many of them 

then joine<l the chureh, hut as soon aa 
they got work, and no longer felt the 
need of material assistance, they forgot 
all about attendin<; church or helping to 
support it. An infinite amount of harm 
ia done to true religion by membera 
whose daily life andciuiduct are unchris- 
tian, and we in our churub want only 
such persons as are sincere and willing to 
do their ]>art in the cause of morality 
and real Clu i^-tianity."

CONTA GIOUS DI SEASES. 

Mphthi-rln iiikI Sriirl4't Frvi-r Kaglng in 
Delawiirt) County, Iniliaiiii. 

MuNCiE, Iiul., Nov. IS — Till- preva- 
lence of contugioas diseuties, more par- 
ticularly diphtheria and scarlet fever, is 
causing mnoh anxiety in this county. 
Three schools have been closed, and un- 
less thfTn is an iniprovriucnt othora will 
be ulosed. Several mouths ago there 
was a severe epidemic of diplirheria, 
Irat by the exercise of grt^at eure tho 
diseue was practically wiped out, only 
% few scattering cases remaining. Sev- 
eral wedn ago, however, notwithstand- 
ing the precautions of physicians, nn* 
merons oases developed, and to make 
matters worse, the people grew negli- 
gent of health rules, although Dr. Hugh 
A. Cowing kept them standing in all of 
the local newupap«>rs. 

Scarlet fever also developed with 
alanning rapidity, and today me oonn^ 
is in the throes ca the wq^st epidemic of 
contagious disease it has experienoed for 
years. The reports of physicians show 
that the diphtheretic coses in the county 
will exceed 100, while the number of 
■carlet fever cased is placed at 50. Dr. 
Cowing is very wroth because of the 
carelessness of the people and their dis- 
regard fA health re^alatinuH, concerning 
which he says that he will now be coni- 
pelled to adopt forcible nu asun s, and to 
that end tlm attention of thi' p-and jury 
will lie drawn tf> all known violations of 
the iicallli law, and the enforct'nient cf 
the pi iialty will he di'niaiided. Jn this 
he will have the support of the secretai'y 
of the state board of health.

Tlic prost-eution will attempt 
to have him tried anain for the murder 
of Reid, but it is probable the court will 
rule out the first charge. The murder 
of Dugan was committed with a pen- 
knife, and the blade was found in Dn- 
gan'a brain three days later.
